market. It seems that our Govern-

Farm Board attempted and in doing 
so frittered.away some $450 millions 
of the U.S. taxpayers’ money.” ~ It 
may be considered that the circum- 
stances which prompted Ottawa to 
speculate in. wheat provided reasons 
somewhat slightly -different from 
these which egged on the U.S. gov- 
ernment to take a throw on fickle 
Fortune’s wheel. ‘There is at least 
a thin thread of justification for It- 
tawa’s action. The Government’s 
participation (though anguable) may 
possibly be the lesser of two evils. It 
can never be proved what would have

MAKES FATAL ERROR AND 
SHOOTS FRIEND FOR MOOSE 
Further news of the tragic 
shooting last month in the Wil- 
lesden Green dstrict west of La- 
combe, where J. H. Powell, 
neighboring farmer, killed Carl 

A. Beng, his host and, friend, in 

mistake fro a moose. 

Both men were experienced hunt- 
ers and woodemen, evidence taken 
at the inquest showed, Berg and 
'Powell’s son-in-law, Clyde Wilson, 
had followed moose tracks tu where 
the animal had bedded down for the 
night. Both men were standing in 
this bed when they noticed Powell rid- 
ing up, also following the tracks, 

Powell dismounted, apparently 

with the intention of shooting, 
Wilson said, When he saw Pow- 
ell’s rifle go up, aimed at them, 
Wilson dropped flat on the 
ground, shouting to Beng to do 
the same. Berg had evidently 
been loading his rifle in an ef- 
fort to warn Powell by firing 
into the air. Berg’s gun was half 
loaded when Powell shot. 

The bullet struck Berg just above 
the heart and he died almost in 
stantly. Following the- verdict of the 
Coroners’ jury the fatality was set 
down as ‘‘another of those terrible 
hunting accidents.’’ Powell said he 
was certain he had seen a moose mov- 
ing in the heavy brush. The two 
men were eanding in the bed far 
enough apart to be the same lengith 
as the moose, 

Efforts are being made to find 
reatives of the deceased farmer, 
Powell, Wilson and a friend, Keith 
Anderson, the latter two both resid- 
ents of Calgary, had stopped at 
Berg’s om their way to hunt at Ic- 
land Lake.

An Alberta journal expresses in- 
dignation with the fact that, accord- 
ing to its claim, Prof. W. H. Alex- 
ander, of the University of Alberta, 
has been ‘‘actively identifying him- 
self with the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation, new pelitical par- 
ty.”’ 

The newspaper points out that 
Prof. Alexander draws his pay from 
taxes supplied by the Alberta tax- 
payers of all political persuasions, 
and concludes that either President 
Wallace or Premier Brownlee, or ev- 
idently somebody, should put a stop 
to this gentleman’s political activ- 
ities. 

A fundamental issue hap been 
touched in this connection, While the 
question as to whether or not Prof. 


Alexander is jusified in participating 


in elections is unimportant outside 
of Alberta, the question of whether 
or not a university professor increas- 
e3 or decreases his professional ef- 
ficiency by participation in public 
life is exceedingly important. 

It hasbeen claimed that our uni- 
versity. faculties are too academic in 
their outlook—due to their. relative 
isolation fnem practical affairs.. If 
this be so, then obviously the more 
active members of those faculties 
are in public life the more they will 
tend to become effective in their pro- 
fession. On the other hand, there is 
the possibility that certain types of 
activity may not supply the sort of 
practical experience of which our 
professors are in need. 


. Looking at the question from an- 


oiher point of view, there is no 
doubt, that if men of the calibre of 
our best educationalists took active 
pant in politics, we would be closer 
to Plato’s ideal of a-state where phil- 
osophers rule than we are today. Yet, 
again, we come across a dual ques- 
tion—would general participation by 
ections tend pg ceniocrg e standard 
of our politics, or decreasé the cal- 
ibre of our professors? 

In ‘other words—_how far should our 
professors ‘isolate themselves by re- 


tiring into the acadamic seclusion of |. 


the university? How far should they 
play their part in the dust of every- 
day’ conflict, in order to attain a 
maximum of experience? 

The point is an open ‘one and, 
since it is an open one, perhaps it is 
not wise to condemn out: of hand the 
action of one member of a particular 
faculty in stepping ‘beyond the aca- 
demic .walls which many seem- to 
think ;should constitute his prison. 

There remains’the: question. of im- 
mediate expediency. It may be ex- 
tremely unwise for Professor Alexan- 
der, for instance, to commit himself 
publicly to allegiance to a party 
holding certain set economic theories, 
for by doing this he destroys in the 
public niind the impression every pro- 
féscior should create of academic im- 
partiality. He becomes a man with 
his mind made uwp—and it is danger- 
ous ito appear td be such a man with- 
in the precincts of any place of true 
learning.

‘“You did administer or were pres- 
ent at and consented to the admin 
istration of an oath or engagement 
purporting to bind the person taking 
the same to wit: candidates becom 
ing members of the~Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, realm of Alberta, not 
to inform and give evidence as 
against any associate member or any 
‘other member unless the offence be 
‘* treason against. the crown, rape, or 
malicious murder,’’ contrary to the 
Criminal Code’ of Canada, sub-section 
A, sub-paragraph three, section 
131.’

TIMOTHY SEED 

In each of the last three years 
timothy seed production in Canada 
has been more than treble the aver- 
age production of previous years. 
In 1932 the Dominion Seed Branch 
report, there was produced around 
four million pounds of commercial 
timothy seed, located in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario, Alberta and British Colum- 
bia, the largest quantities for com- 
merce being, in order of importance, 
in Quebec, Ontario, Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Because of the reduced buying pow- 
er of the farmers it might be aseum- 
ed that seed purchases will be limit- 
ed to only what is regarded as es- 
sential, and that the total amount of 
timothy seed bought for use this 
season will be less than normal, per- 
haps not more than six million or 
seven million pounds for the whole of 
Canada. It would seem, therefore, 
that Canadian productioh this year 
would provide a large proportion of 
prospective requirements,

A physician says: 

There has always been a_ great 
deal of controversy about sleep—how 
much we should have or how little. 
A correspondent now writes to ask 
if an hour before midnight is really 
worth two after that hour. 

It does not matter at what time 
you have your sleep, as long as you 
get enough. 

People who. work all night and 
sleep during the day are no worge 
off, so far as sleep is concerned, than 
‘those who go to bed at-the recogniz- - 
ed hours. Everyone should have a 
complete rest in bed. Short snatches 
at odd hours are not. beneficial. Some 
people can do with’less than others, 
but the average number of hours’ 
sleep is probably about eight. If ysu 
Wake up refreshed and alert you 
should get out of bed even without 
this amount. : 

Lying abed encourages laziness, 
lassitude and obesity. ‘Lack of sleep 
has the opposite effect, making you 
nervy, thin and unfit for prolonged 
effort.—The World-Wide News Serv- 
ice, Inc.; Newton, Mass.

“Quailused to be common birds in 
England, and especially in Wales. I 
have often made enquiry why they 
have virtually vanished; and at last. a 
full—and melancholy -— explanation 
has reached me. What happens each 
autumn is this. The birds cross the 
Mediterranean from ‘their northern 
nesting homes in masses. If the 
weather is adverse thousands may 
be drowned in the course of nature. 
They always cross by night and al- 
ways reach the Egyptian coast about 
eight in the morning. The traders 
meet them with fine nets raised in 
the air and other traps placed on the 
ground, These nets are almost contin- 
uous; and as much as £80 fora 
thousand yards of front may be paid 
for the privilege of setting them. 
The birds, often utterly exhausted by 
the voyage are caught by tens of 
thousands; maimed, stuffed into 
crates and despatched to Britain and 
France for the edification of a select 
| company of fine eaters.”

Mackie that 
Mr, Bailey’s utterances concerning 
him were flalee. 

“TI certainly am not going to allow 
this gentleman to go about making 
such false statements about me,” Mr. 
Mackie said of Maloney. ‘‘He must 
be stopped. ” 

The restraining orders were grant- 
ed following statements of claim en- 
tered in the supreme court offices 
against Maloney and Bailey.. Mr.

Opportunity Knocks In 1933. 


Another year has gone, carrying with it into the limbo of ‘the past an 
overful load of trouble, difficulties, losses and grief, but leaving behind a 
residue of problenis to be carried into, and, we trust to be to a very large 
extent, solved in the new year. We can well afford to bid a lasting good-bye 
to all the unpleasantness and worries of the old year, holding on only to 
those lessons which have come to us out of the experiences of the past. 


Our faces are now set to the future; our. thoughts and-our planning 
should be of it and for it. A calendar for 1933 hangs on the wall before us 
as we write. Three hundred and sixty-five days! What. are we going to 
Make of them? What are we going to do with them? 


Conditions, happenings, circumstances altogether beyond our power to 
control will, of course, affect the trend of world events and of our. lives. 
These we must meet as they come, It has ever been so; it will continue to be 
true. In this age it is perhaps true to a greater extent than ever before, 
because man, through his own God-given genius has brought the whole 
world, and world influences, more closely into our individual lives. But, even 
So, the fact remains that, as individuals, we still remain the greatest factor 
in the making or marring of our lives. We will start the new year aright 
if we remember this great truth. 


So, what are we going to do with and make of the year 1933? Are we 
entering it in a spirit of hopelessness and despair sensing failure at the end? 
Or are we embracing it with gladness as presenting a new opportunity, a 
new hope, animated by a new confidence that substantial measure of success 
will reward our efforts in the direction of individual, national and world 
betterment ? 


Are we bowed down by a fatalistic idea that nothing could be worse 


adoption of anything advanced as a remedy no matter how desperate it may 
be? Or do we still retain confidence in ourselves, in our abilities and powers, 
to remedy the mistakes of the past, banish the evils, right the wrongs, and 
apply our individual intelligence and energies to the solution of the problems 
now confronting us? 


In this new year it will not be so much existing institutions, political 
and economic, that will be on trial, as it will be ourselyes, you and I as 
individuals, citizens of a great Dominion, of a greater Commonwealth of 
Nations, of a still greater world. These institutions have developed weak- 
nesses,—that is universally admitted,—reforms are called for and must be 
effected. But these weaknesses can only be overcome, these reforms brought | 
about, by us, first, as individuals, and secondly as ingividuals working co- 
operatively together. 


The errors.resulting in present difficulties are man-made errors; it is the 
human factor that has failed to function properly, rather than the systems 
and machines. And it is the human factor, that is you and I individually 
and collectively, who are mainly at fault. It is in ourselves, in our way and 
manner of thinking and living, in our ambitions, that weaknesses have 
developed; it is in ourselves that reform is most urgently needed. It is 
upon us that the responsibility rests to so direct systems and govern | 
machines that they will work.and not be thrown out of gear. 

This thought brings us back to our original question: What are we going 
to do with the 365 new days now presented to us? Are we going to grasp 
them, bend them to our will, make every minute of every one of them work 
to our individual and mutual advantage? Or are we about to throw up our) 
hands in despair, and say: What’s the use? Are we going to fight a gallant | 


battle, or ignominously surrender and admit defeat? Are we to deny our’ 


God-given intellects and powers, our dearly bought birthright of individual | 
liberty and freedom, and be content to <onego our responsibilities and be- 
come mere cogs in a machine ? 

Rather, does not this new year beckon us to a reassertion of our individ- 
uality, to a new application of our powers to our own problems? As we look 
back for a moment over the past years, can we not discover that we enjoyed 
the greatest happiness, entertained a greater self-respect, yes, felt a greater 
satisfaction in life and reaped a richer reward therefrom, when we fought 
our own battles and relied upon our own efforts than in these later years 
when so many have depended upon others to help them rather than made 
an extra effort to help themselves? Did we not feel more like men when 
we shouldered our own burdens, and gave a lift to others more heavily 
burdened than ourselves, than we possibly can feel in giving up the fight 
and shifting our burdens on to others, even though the ‘others’ be the, 
community and nation as a whole? 

Canadians are a Self-reliant people. They have fought a good fight 
during the past three years of depression. It has been a hard fight, a fight 
against heavy odds, and, in many respects, against factors beyond our own 
control, and the battle is not yet ended. But it will end, and end in victory 
if we do not weaken. Factors undreamed of a few years ago are coming up

Now Cones “Electric Dollar” 


| Scientists Have Idea To Do Away 
With Depressions 

A new kind of money, the “elec- 
tric dollar,” with its value based on 
electrical energy instead of gold, was 
proposed as one way to do away with 
depressions, before the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, meeting in New York. 

It would be ‘issued in the form of 
currency, like the paper money now 
in use, and would end depressions 
because it would always purchase ap- 
proximately the same amount of 
goods, said Dr. John Pease Norton, 
economist. 

The “electric dollar” would be val- 
ued in terms of kilowatt hours, the 
unit by which electricity is measured, 
and which Dr. Norton said are the 
same in quality and quantity every- 
where in the United States. 
| Gold currency would continue to 
exist and would fluctuate in value 
with reference to the electric dol- 
lar, just as foreign currency now 
fluctuates with referetice to United 
States gold currency. 


Boom To Bicycle Business 


British Manufacturers Find Demana 
Is Steadily Increasing 


British manufacturers of bicycles 
and tricycles report a boom in their 
business comparable to that in the 
wheel-mad ’90’s. One manufacturer 
says that fifteen months ago he and 
others in that industry were faced 
with ruin. Of a sudden the cycle 
boom appeared and within three 
months they were employing 30 per 
cent more wheelmakers than at any 
other period durifig the last twenty- 
five years.

Thomas Frobisher had spent 
the previous winter at Ile-a-la-Crosse 
trading with the Indians, and during 
the following summer several traders 
meeting on Churchill River commis- 
siohed Pond to promote their inter- 
ests by advancing further to the 
northwest. It was by this route that 
Sir. Alexander Mackenzie travelled 
when he first made his important dis- 
coveries and found the river which 
now bears his name. Later Thomp- 
son passed this way on his famous 
trip to the Pacific by way of Peace 
and Fraser Rivers. Trading posts 
were established in the Mackenzie 
basin as a result of these explora- 
tions and the first great transcon- 
tinental route was formed of Church- 
ill and Mackenzie Rivers and their 
tributaries, uniting at the twelve- 
mile Methy portage between the 
navigable headwaters, Frobisher 
Lake and Clearwater River. Half- 
way across this portage the canoe- 
men from the east met those from 
the north and west, trade goods were 
exchanged for furs, and each party 
returned the way it had come; only 
one round trip was made each year, 

The new Dillon map sheet shows 
the upper reaches of Churchill River 
and portions of Churchill and Peter 
Pond Lakes and adjoins the Ile-a-la- 
Crosse map sheet which derives its 
name from the’ lake of the same 
name.

Aerobatic ’Plane In Perfect Condition 
After Months Of Stunting 

An unofficial! world “record”. in 
aerobatic flying over a comparatively 
short period was set by one of the 
light aeroplanes belonging’ to the air 
circus which toured Britain for six 
months this year under the. direction 
of Sir Alan Cobham, The machine, a 
biplane two-seater specially modified 
for inverted flying, was never out of 
action all through the 184 days of the 
venture, which saw the fleet give 
demonstrations at no fewer than 170 
towns. 

*“The demonstrations included some 
of the most difficult “stunts” in the 
repertory of the aerobat—outside 
loops, half outside loops (generally 
styled ‘“‘bunts’’), and inverted loops. 

It is estimated that during the tour 
the aeroplane made 2,520 landings on 
all kinds of aerodromes, flew 90 hours 
equivalent to something like 5,000 
miles—upside down, performed 1,440 
loops, 1,080 rolls, 800 upward rolls 
and 345 “bunts.” Yet examination at 
the end of six months showed the 
craft to be in perfect condition.

Merchants Aéeept Cigarette Coupons 
In Payment For Anything 

They’re using cigarette coupons for 
money in Java. A fat roll of these 
“greenbacks” and yellowbacks” will 
buy anything from soup to nuts and 
you have Carl H. Boehringer’s word 
for it. Coupons are being used as ten- 
der to buy meals, clothing, phono- 
graph records and even motor cars. 

Boehringer, -who is Assistant Trade 
Commissioner at Batavia, in cabling 
the Department of Commerce at 
Washington about Java's financial 
problems didin’t say how many cou- 
‘pons will produce a bill of sale for 
an automobile, but hinted that busi- 
ness in this ‘paper’ is so active that 
various enterprising individuals are 
now carrying on a brokerage “pusi- 
ness in them. 

Pity the poor Javanese—shekels 
are getting fewer and fewer. For 
some time past, said Boehringer, ac- 
tual money among the natives has 
become increasingly scarce and dur- 
ing the recent rice harvest laborers 
were paid not in money but in kind. 

Cigarette coupons came into the 
monetary picture when various do- 
mestic producers began active com- 
petition and each issued coupons re- 
deemable for various articles. With 
money almost impossible to get the 
natives, through necessity, embark- 
ed on @ new currency progromme, 
swapping, buying and selling, and 
gambling for this new “money.” 

Need for real money has not di- 

ed, despite the fact that the 
situation is aggravated by the fact 
that the opportunity for work on the 
large estates is being reduced while 
wages are being consistently scaled 
downward. Natives, although receiv- 
ing less money, found no diminution 
in the need for it, as land taxes, 
back debts and purchase of fertilizer 
had to be maintained. 


Soviet State Farms 
Not Delivering Grain 
Have Fallen Down’ Badly In 


Deliveries To State 

The state farms, to which Soviet 
government looks not only to furnish 
approximately one-seventh of its 
grain resources but also to set an 
example for collective and individual 
peasants, were pictured as having 
fallen down badly in their deliveries 
of grain to the state. 

Acknowledging that this branch of 
agriculture had fulfilled only 77.8 per 
cent of the collections assessed 
against it and supposed to be com- 
pleted December 15, the newly-creat- 
ed commissaridt for grain and cattle 
breeding state farms issued stringent 
orders for immediate improvement in 
the situation, which it described as 
“shameful.” 

It condemned those farms in Si- 
beria, Eastern Siberia, Western Si- 
beria and the Urals as most back- 
ward, directing attention to the fact 
that the East Siberian trust had the 
worst showing, with only 56 per cent 
of the collections completed. 

Placing responsibility directly on 
the shoulders of the individual direc- 
tors of the state farms, the orders 
threatened them with arrest and trial

entitled to conduct its own foreign 
policy, to negotiate its own treaties, 
and to deal generally with foreign af- 
fairs affecting it along the lines 
agreed upon in the resolutions of the 
Conferences. That raises 
this important and fundamental is- 
sue: How is it possible to maintain 
essential agreement in matters of 
foreign policy with six governments 
conducting foreign affairs? How is it 
possible to,conduct the foreign rela- 
tions of the empire under these con- 


’ ditions and_still.preserve that meas- 


ure df unity essential to maintain 


.the strength and security of the 


whole? How is it possible under 
these conditions so to condyct-inter- 
Empire relations'that peace and har- 
mony will prevail among the differ- 
ent nations constituting the Com- 
monwealth? How is it possible to set- 
tle dispiites arising between mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth in such a 
way as will avoid conflict and con- 
troversy and maintain a good under- 
standing between them? These are 
questions of fundamental importance 
upon the satisfactory solution of 
which the futuré existence of the em- 
pire depends and without their solu- 
tion no one can foretell what the fu- 
ture of the Empire will be.” 

The form which British recognition 
of the Spanish Republic took threw 
light .on constitutional development 
and problems of the British Empire. 
The constitution 6f. the Spanish Re- 
public itself throws light on constitu- 
tional problems associated with the 
inter-relation of all nations. The re- 
cent. meeting in» Madrid of the Gov- 
erning Body of the International La- 
bour Organization, attended by Cana- 
dian delegations has been a public re- 
minder. Into the very constitution of 
Spain have been written the Spanish 
obligations under the League of Na- 
tions and the International Labour 
Organization. The more or less auto- 
matic ratification of International 
Labour Conventions, for instance, is 
provided for, At the meeting referred 
to Spain was congratulated upon 
lead'ng the world in the number of 
these ratifications,.. having ratified 
and carried into Spanish Jaw, all of 
the thirty-one except one. There have 


been fourteen ratifications since 
April. 
Incidentally, because of federal 


constitutional difficulties Canada has 
but four ratifications to her credit, 
the Irish Free State leading the Bri- 


tish Commonwealth with twenty-one. |°

This if a return to the order of 
things that prevailed two or three 
generations ago throughout all Can- 
ada before industry had _ exhibited 
such a tendency towards centraliza- 
tion in the larger communities. The 
tannery was then, with the flourish- 
ing-mill, the saw-mill, the cooperage 
shop, the carriage shop and other 
small establishments, an integral 
part of practically every rural cen- 
tre of any consequence. They provid- 
ed markets for the products of the 
district, work for the inhabitants of 
the village and the raw material of 
domestic manufacture. 

The economic depression is pro- 
ducing some strange results. One 
of these may yet be a decentraliza- 
tion of the processes of manufactur- 
ing industry and a revival of small 
business institutions that have had 
their doors closed for many a year.— 
Brockville Recorder and Times.

Although he said it was not yet 
possible to show disarmament pro- 
gréss in concrete measure, Davis 
added that he felt much had been 
accomplished in working out tech- 
nical details and agreeing on princi- 
pals and ‘procedure. 

“The ground jis prepared for the 
resumption of the conferences,’ he 
said. “There is more realization of 
the necessity of doing something, 
and more will to do it. Getting Ger- 
many back into the arms conference 
has changed the atmosphere.

Old Idea Is Upset 


Two Germs Of Tuberculosis Can Be 
Equally Dangerous 

A new clue to why tuberculosis is 
sometimes dangerous and sometimes 
mild—discovery that the. self-same 
tuberculosis germ can produce either 
form of the disease—was announced 
at Atlantic City before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

It upsets any idea that one of the 
two kinds of tuberculosis germs is 
more dangerous than the other, for 
it was found that the “weak” or less 
virulent type of germ can produce 
‘strong” or highly virulent offspring, 
and that virulent germs can produce 
the relatively harmless type. 

The discovery was reported by 
Prof. Morton C. Kahn, of Cornell 
Medical College, New York City.

Structure Of Protoplasm 


All Living Substances Swarm With 
Microscopic Suis 

That the flesh of men and the 
leaves of plants—indeed, all living 
substances—hold a fluid that swarms 
with microscopic “suns! that, shine 
with a heat of 8,000 degrees centi- 
grade is the concept now offered by 
& biologist to astonish the world. The 
idea becomes more believable at sec- 
ond glance, however, as Dr. George 
Crile, who phrased it for a meeting 
of scientists in Cleveland the other 
day, based the whole theory on the 
character of protoplasm—a _ term 
familiar to anybody knowing the ru- 
diments of biology. 

Oddly enough, this comparison of 
the substance of life to a solar sys- 
tem glowing with hot points—the in- 
finitely small counterparts of stars- 
can be associated with the theory of 
the Russian scientist Guyvitch, who 
studied the radiation of onions and 
other living plants. Dr. Crile says 
his associate, Dr. Glasser, has demon- 
strated the radiation of living organ- 
isms in experiments with yeast and 
the cells of frogs. He found that the 
protoplasm of plants and animals 
gives off rays of different wave 
lengths. 

It was Moh! who gave a name to 
protoplasm in 1846. He had observed 
the substance of life in his studies 
of the green color that flows in the 
cells of plants. Remak used the same 
term to describe the basic material 
of animal cells. Chemical analysis 
has shown that protoplasm contains 
a large proportion of proteins, which 
are compounds of carbon, hydrogen, 
oxygen, nitrogen and sulphur. Appar- 
ently the radiation of intense heat, 
and of waves of ultra-violet light, ob- 
served by Dr. Crile and other work- 
ers, has origin in this chemical struc- 
ture of protoplasm. 


An Important Animal 


Ottawa's Largest File Of Letters 
About Dead Cow 


A cow, its ownership in musty 
records, is the cause of the largest 
personal file of correspondence on 
Parliament Hill. Its death led to 
thousands of letters. 

Many years ago in Manitoba a cow 
was killed by August Swangon, a 
Swedish immigrant. Law suits fol- 
lowed and when Swanson's farm was 
ordered seized he. wrote his first let- 
ter to Ottawa. A few days later Ot. 
tawa replied. Swanson wrote again. 
Ottawa answered, Swanson replied— 
in fact he wrote every day for weeks. 

Fifteen years later the Swanson 
file of letters and replies weighed 
several hundred pounds. And 25 
years after the cow was killed the 
file would fill a truck. The man’s sul- 
cide put an end to the correspondence 
but to this day Ottawa has retained 
every one of his letters. Why, no one 
seems to know. 

One of the prize exhibits in the 
old warehouse, where the stuff is 
stored, is a letter signed ‘a soldier's 
darling,” received late in the war by 
a cabinet minister. The government 
was considering a demand that all 
survivors of the first contingent be 
returned to Canada. The soldier's 
darling wrote: “Why should my lover 
have to remain four years in the 
trenches when you fat old guys sit 
full of beer in Ottawa and do ‘noth- 


ing? Now put on your thinking caps |: 


for one of these days I will be down 
there and give you birds the once- 
over.”’

Northern Manitoba now boasts the 
largest muskrat farm of ite kind 
in the world, It is a one-man-ranch 
and & special order-in-council has 
made it possible. 

The popularity of the Hudson seal 
coats and muskrat wraps nearly cost 
the Hudson Bay Railway regions its 
last bit of fur. But now fur farming 
has started in a big way. 

Th 1902 nearly 1,000,000 rats were 
shipped out of The Pas trading post. 
Tn 1926 the number had dwindled to 
40,000. So Tom Lamb, Moose Lake 
district, 185 miles east of The Pas, 
decided that sorhething had to be 
done. Lamb's trading post is situated 
on the edge of the Saskatchewan 
Swamps, thousands of square miles of 
marshes and shallow creks, one of 
the loneliest wilderness in the North, 
a hinterland which for centuries has 
known only the tralis of wild ani- 
mals, and the men who follow the 
fur. ‘ 

Tom Lamb decided to create a big 
ranch in the centre of this territory. 
He selected an island bounded by the 
Summerberry and the Head rivers. 
This unnamed island has an area of 
53,920 acres or roughly 81 square 


miles. There are 124 lakes on the is- 
land, They range from 10 to 2,000 
acres. The lake shores, plus the 


creeks, give him 241 miles of trap 
lines. 


When the trader placed his re- 
quest for the island before the Gov- 
ernment he found that the law stated 
that no leases could be given for 
more than 2,000 acres. But when he 
explained his proposition, the Mani- 
toba Government passed special leg- 
islation to give h'm a trial. Tho sub- 
stance of this deal brings out some 
unique points which may have an im- 
portant bearing on the future of the 
fur industry in the North. 


The rat population of the island is 
800 animals and if not disturbed their 
number in three years will reach 20,- 
000. <A few years ago the rodents 
were numbered in tens of thousands. 

Lamb has guarantecd to establish 
buildings and construct dams to con- 
serve animals and protect them from 
the elements, their natural enemies, 
and from poachers. 

He has guaranteed to carry out 
research work on the life and habits 
of the rats, to employ Indian labor, 
and thus protect the natives in the 
district against hunger. He has un- 
dertaken to sow wild rice and wild 
celery for the rats. He has promised 
to co-operate in establishing a bird 
sanctuary on the island, He will place 
1,000 signs warning persons against 
infringements against’the Game Act. 
He is selling no stock. He is doing all 
this out of his own pocket, and is 
paying the Government for the privi- 
lege. 

The Government permitted him to 
start fat ranching with the under- 
standing that he pay 2 cents per acre 
per year for the first five years. Af- 
ter that, if the Government is satis- 
fied, the lease will be renewed on 
terms which will then be decided up- 
on. No rats will be taken in:the first 
three years, as it will be necessary to 
let them breed and regain their num- 
bers. So the Government secures ren- 
tal on marsh land, royalties on fur 
after the third year, an assured liveli- 
hood for a number of Indians and the 
value of an experiment that may be 
the beginnng of bringing fur back in- 
to the Far North.

MUST FIND WORK ! 
FOR IDLE YOUTH 
——x———_ 


A oondition thet is causing serious 
concern in many countries; including 
Canada, is thé lack of useful employ- 
ment for youths just out: of school. 
Unable to find -work, thousands of 
lads in every country have taken to 
the roads that lead to confirmed vag- 
rancy. The reproach that would at- 
tach to this course in normal times 
when work was available cannot be 
applied, and governing authorities 
are devoting keen attention to plans 
that may check the evil. 

In the United States a start -has 
been made at establishing work 
camps for wandering youths,.. while 
in Great Britain tbe problem has 
been tackled on.a more comprehens- 
ive scale, Beginning .on Janu 3y 2, 
the British Minister- of. Healt. .en- 
forced throughout England and Wales 
the law providing for. the detention of 
casual wards or vagrants presenting 
themselves for shelter, for at least 


“two nighits. Many of these homes 


for vagrants have been established. 
The idea behind the temporary de- 
tention is that many of the way- 
farers may be induced to take up 
useful work. Those so disposed will 
be taught trades or otherwise instruc- 
ted to make a living and thus be re- 
dzemed from a life of idleness and 
perhaps criminality. 

A scheme which is promising well 
and has state and private support in 
Queens!and, Australia, is-a farm 
training school. At St. Lucia a large 
section of land has been given to 
Queensland University as the site for 
its future home, There is no money 
for university buildirgs these days. 
and it has been decided (o utilize the 
ground to train boys for a rural avo- 
cation, Residence will be provided 
for them, and an effort will be made 
to place them at work when their 
training period is over.

More than 13,000 head of beef cat- 
tle are on winter feeding through- 
out the province during the present 
winter, according to the provincial 
livestock branch. Of these, some 
2,000 head come under the plan inaug- 
urated by the Red Label Association, 
whic is @ co-operatibe arrangement 
between ranchers and farmers for 
the feeding of the cattle from the 
ranges of the farmers.
